A Pettis County Sheriff’s deputy joined 
forces with federal law enforcement 
authorities in a high speed chase through 
Sedalia streets at 9:20 p m Friday night 
that 
netted

ment of cocaine. 


The chase resulted in the arrest of 
Charles Aaron “ Toby” Boch, 21, and 
Bobby Lee Parker, 22, on felony charges 
of possession of a controlled substance, 
about “ three to four ounces” of cocaine 
with an estimated street value of $8,000 to 
$9,000,” 
the 
sheriff’s 
department 
reported. 


The chase began at Broadway and 
Kentucky and ended minutes later, when 
a Postal Department investigator ram­ 
med their car as he was trying to force 
them off the road at Broadway and 
Harold. 


No one was injured in the collision, but 
the suspects car was heavily damaged, 
while a Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion (DEA) 
car and the postal in­ 
vestigator’s car suffered minor damage 
Sheriff 
Emmett 
Fairfax 
said 
his 


department 
and 
Johnson 
County 
authorities had cooperated with the DEA 
and the Postal Department for several 
days in what he called “ probably the big­ 
gest amount of any single drug of this 
type.” 


The two men reportedly got part of the 
cocaine from a shipment by bus to 
Sedalia 


Fairfax said the reason the two men 
probably choose Sedalia is because, “ We 
(Sedalia) are the hub of a transportation 
system.” Highwav 50, 65 and Interstate 
70. 


Also, said Fairfax, as a geographical 
location. Sedalia is the largest town in 
this area and “ that makes it easier to 
move 
around 
here 
without 
being 
observed.” 


The two men were held on suspicion 
charges Friday overnight and Saturday 
morning with the formal arrest coming 
early Saturday afternoon. 


Both men remain in the county jail in 
lieu of $50,000 and are expected to be ar­ 
raigned in Magistrate Court Monday 
morning

Kenya AP* — A Ugandan 
refugee was quoted Saturday saying hun­ 
dreds of Langi tribesmen suspected of 
plotting against Ugnda’s President Idi 
Amin were strangled and clubbed to 
death Feb 
18 at Kampala's military 
police headquarters 
Geoffrey Mugabi said in an interview 
with 
the 
independent 
Daily 
Nation 
newspaper that he was in the prison the 
night of the slaughter, and the next day 
he and other prisoners spent six hours 
loading the mangled and crushed bodies 
into trucks. 
"A ll the heads had been smashed in. 
and the floor was littered with eyes and 
teeth.” 
Mugabi 
was quoted 
saying 
"During the previous night we did not 
hear any shots, only some thudding 
noises from the adjoining rooms 
“ We heard short cries and then sudden 
silence I think the victims were strangl­ 
ed and then had their heads smashed.” 
Mugabi, a craftsman who said he had 


been living in the Kampala suburb of 
Kisenvi, said he was seized by Amin's 
security forces Feb 17 and thrown in a 
cell at the Makindye military police 
headquarters because he once had been a 
supporter of the party led by former 
President Milton Obote. the man Amin 
overthrew in January 1971 
He said he w as freed three days later 
Mugabi's story was the latest in a 
swelling flow of unconfirmed reports 
from Uganda that thousands of people, 
primarily 
members of the northern 
Langi and Acholi tribes, have been 
slaughtered since Amin claimed he un­ 
covered and crushed a plot to overthrow 
him two weeks ago 
According to the Ugandan strongman, 
the plot was masterminded by Obote and 
centered 
among 
the 
predominantly 
Christian Langis and Acholis. 
The reports, and particularly the death 
of Anglican Archbishop Janam Luwum 
in what the government said was an auto 


accident, have drawn howls of outrage 
from around the w orld 
Amid the mounting tension. Amin on 
Friday ordered all the Americans in 
Uganda - about 240 persons, many of 
them missionaries — not to leave the 
country and to meet with him Monday at 
11 am . 


Despite official Ugandan assurances 
that the Americans were in no danger, a 
White House spokesman said the United 
States would do "whatever is necessary” 
to save them if their lives are threatened 


Amin also wired a long and rambling

special interests ” Ribicoff said in an 
interview, adding: 
“ But I’m for the President's program 
and I'll fight with him ” 
One of the more controversial parts of 
the administration plan is likely to be the 
proposal to place under a single roof pro­ 
grams that regulate energy and ones that 
promote 
its 
development, 
Ribicoff 


acknowledged 
He said he plans to introduce the bill 
for Carter on Tuesday. And he said his 
Government Affairs Committee, whose 
staff members assisted the White House 
in drafting the legislation, will begin 
hearings on March? 
A committee aide said the legislation 
may be on the Senate floor by early 
April. 
House leaders reportedly have not 
decided yet when to schedule hearings or 
even w hat committee or committees will 
get the bill.

OCTAVE, Ariz, (A P) — On the wall of the 
house trailer parked near the old gold mine is a 
sign: “ By my spirit sayeth the Lord. Hallelu­ 
jah!” On the counter beneath are two boxes of ri­ 
fle bullets. 
Praise the Lord and pass the ammunition. 
"When we armed ourselves,” said Brother 
Jack, wrestling an antique truck up a mountain 
road so rugged his pistol almost bounced off the 
dashboard, “ that old devil and his army stopped 
being as obnoxious with their guns” 
That old devil is a miner named C O. Carlson, 
who isn’t talking these days, not to strangers, 
and especially not to Brother Jack. His army 
consists of three hired guns, one of them called 
locally “ the fat frog.” 
Brother Jack is the Rev. Jack Oliphant, 
shepherd of a flock of renovated miscreants 
known as the Hallelujah People By leading them 
to Jesus, said one of them a former junkie. 


Brother Jack shows the path “ from the gutter- 
most to the uttermost.” 
The feud is over a gold mine - sort of 
It is as bizarre a story as anything out of Zane 
Grey, who also might have selected the setting 
Octave, a mining camp where prospectors 
once picked up nuggets as big as turkey eggs, 
and spilled blood over them, is a ghost town. It is 
20 miles from a paved road in desert so hostile 
the upraised arms of the saguaro cactus seem to 
be pleading for rain. 
But the bullets are real, and Brother Jack sure 
wishes they would cease firing so he can get on 
with his grand plan He aims to build a lake out 
here, pumping water from the old mine shafts, 
and to plant a vineyard for the Hallelujah People 
to labor in, and resurrect a city. 
“ It will become a Holy Ghost town,” he said 
Brother Jack is a husky, 53-vear-old preacher 
who came to the ministry late, he said, after a 


life of evil, He has great bushy eyebrows, a 
booming voice, wears patched jeans and. at 
times lately, a pistol holster 
He led his Hallelujah People into the desert 
here last December There are 42 of them, plus 
about a dozen hallelujah dogs, occupying a ram­ 
shackle camp 
of 
trailers 
and buses 
and 
renovated mine buildings 
They drove here from Tampa, Flo . where 
they grew oranges and where Brother Jack got 
hold of 200,000 shares of50-cent stock, a gift, in a 
company called the Rhenium Corp . purported 
ow ner of the Octave mine, abandoned since 1936 
On arriving they found Carlson living in a 
trailer at the entrance to the mine road Carlson 
has since barricaded the road, requiring the 
Halleluiah 
People 
to 
use 
boulder-strewn 
alternatives, trails really Carlson also claims a 
portion of ownership in the mine, but that 
apparently isn’t the source of the quarrel 


In fact they were friends at first 
Carlson 
wanted 
a rock-crushing mill built 
nearby; 
Hallelujah Boys hired out their labor 
Meanwhile. Brother Jack met another local 
homesteader, A1 Haynes, a traveling carnival 
concessionaire out doing a little prospecting in 
the off season 
Haynes and Brother Jack went partners, rigg­ 
ed up a sluice about a mile away at Weaver 
Gulch, which is not on the Octave property, and 
started panning 
Hallelujah Gold 
“ That's what I think is at root of all this." 
Brother Jack said “ All of a sudden Carlson 
wanted us out of here, me. Al, everybody The 
gold is the only w ay I can explain it ,” 
In any event, at Brother Jack's New Year s 
communion service three men showed up toting 
guns 
The men later told an Arizona reporter they 


were hired by Carlson, that they had been shot 
at, had shot back had been threatened with 
dynamite, and had caught Hallelujah Boys 
trying to steal equipment 


The way Brother Jack tells it. all the shooting 
has been from the Carlson camp Except once 


“ They burned a cross one night on that ridge 
over there, 
he said, "and I did rake the ridge 
with mv 22 rifle, yes I did 
He also said he 
threatened to do the same thing when three arm­ 
ed men met him at a turn in the road, which had 
been blocked 


For that threat. Brother Jack is to be arraign­ 
ed Monday 
He says he is not worried because God will pro­ 
tect him. being in the right, and wonders why he 
can't get similar legal action for hts ow n litany of 
complaints He has told the sheriff about them,

W inter impact is still felt

Although the temperature has 
warmed up over most of the 
United States, the economy 
continues to show the impact 
of this winter's abnormally 
cold weather 
The government released 
disappointing figures this past 
week on prices, production 
and car sales, after disclosing 
gloomy news about housing 
starts and retail sales the 
week before 
One indication that inflation 
has worsened was the .8 per 
cent rise in the Consumer 
Price Index in January, dou- 
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ble December’s rate of in­ 
crease and the sharpest rise 
since July 1975. 
Higher food prices made up 
the bulk of the month’s in­ 
crease, 
although 
nonfood 
items in the CPI such as the 
cost of services, used car 
prices, property taxes and 
mortgage rates were also up. 
Many economists 
believe 
that there is more bad price 
news in the months ahead, 
because the January figures 
did not show all the effects on 
food 
prices 
of 
the 
crop 
damage. 
President Carter said he 
was “ quite concerned about 
the pressures of inflation” but 
’ that he continued to favor 
voluntary restraint to man­ 
datory wage-price guidelines. 
In his second news con­ 
ference since assuming office 
Jan, 20, Carter said he envi­ 
sions 
a 
system 
in 
which 
businesses 
voluntarily 
will 
give advance notification of 
major price and wage moves. 
Durable goods orders in 
January were down 4 per cent, 
the 
worst 
drop 
si n ce 
December 1974, the govern­ 
ment said The impact of the 
cold weather on the auto in­ 
dustry accounted for nearly 
one third of the drop. 
Car sales also were slow 


through 
the 
middle 
of 
F e b r u a r y . 
Au to ma kers 
reported a 7.5 per cent decline 
in production for the first half 
of the month, a greater-than- 
expected drop which caused 
some analysts to pare their 
monthly production estimates 
by 20,000 to 30,000 cars to 
about 640,000 units.

Janeen was taken to Wesley 
Medical Center by her mother 
Feb. 1. the day after she was 
allegedly 
beaten. 
Doctors 
testified she suffered brain 
trauma that might have been 
caused by a blow to the face. 
A 
temporary 
restraining 
order was issued last week at 
Smith’s request prohibiting 
anyone from removing the life 
support system. 
Janeen was placed on the 
respirator in the pediatric in­ 
tensive care unit Feb. 8. and 
Mosier testified Friday that 


her brain has been dead since 
that time. 
After returning to the cour­ 
troom following the three- 
minute test, Mosier told the 
judge he found “ there was no 
spontaneous respiration on the 
part of the patient." 
Smith was not present in the 
courtroom, but was given the 
opportunity to appeal to the 
Kansas Supreme Court. His 
attorney,

Sherwood, 
conferred with him in his cell 
Sherwood returned and said 


no appeal would be made, ask­ 
ing further that the criminal

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Cyrus R Vance said Saturday the 
240 Americans in Uganda are safe and

Ugandan President Idi Amin has call­

"I am a pure son of Africa,” 
says Idi Amin. 
"The greatest 
brute an 
African 
mother has ever 
brought to life," says Milton 
Obote, whom Amin ousted as 
Uganda’s president on Jan. 25, 
1971. 
“ An incredible person 
(who) 
certainly isn’t 
mad.. . Very shrewd, very cun­ 
ning and a born leader...If he 
was to be murdered in 10 days, 
I would not be surprised. If he 
lasted 10 years, I would not be 
surprised.” said Maj. Iain 
Grahame, Amin’s former 
commander in the British ar­ 
my, after a visit to Uganda in 
1975. 
Dr. Idi Amin Dada’s years 
of absolute power—he is presi­ 
dent for life—have been mark­ 
ed by accusations of terrible 
brutality 
and buffoonery, 
leaving in the minds of many 
outside Uganda the image of a 
tragi-comic national leader 
It is said Idi Amin’s Uganda 
is a nation living in terror—a 
place where, it has been 
charged, 50,000 to 300.000 per­ 
sons have been massacred in 
the last six years. But these 
charges have never have been 
fully documented and many 
times the charges have come 
from foreign leaders or others 
who are politically opposed to 
Amin. News is rigidly cen­ 
sored in Uganda and travel 
there by Western cor­ 
respondents is sharply 
restricted 
Last 
week Idi 
Amin, 
humiliated 
by last July's 
Israeli commando raid on 
Entebbe to rescue hostages of 
a hijacked Air France jetliner, 
was again making headlines 
around the world. 
It began with his charges 
that a plot was afoot in Ugan­ 
da to overthrow him Anglican 
Archbishop Janini Luwum of 
Uganda and two government 
officials were accused on tak­ 
ing part in the plot, and short­ 
ly afterward the Ugandan 
government radio announced 
they were killed 
in an 
automobile crash while trying 
to overpower the driver Amin 
called it "a punishment of 
God." 
But other 
sources 
claimed the three men were 
killed A Tanzanian govern­ 
ment newspaper said Amin 
himself shot the archbishop 
He denied this 
Amin then claimed the 
United States. 
Britain or 
Israel—he did not specify 
which one—planned to send 
paratroopers into Uganda 
from an aircraft carrier to kill 
leading officials and to seize

— He brought charges 
against 
British 
researcher 
Denis Hills for writing in an 
unpublished manuscript that 
Amin was a village tyrant. A 
Ugandan court 
sentenced 
Hills to death, and only after 
the intervention of the British 
and Zaire governments did 
Amin spare the Briton's life. 
Amin governs a landlocked 
nation that is about the size of 
Oregon. Because of its moun­ 
tains and lakes the East- 
Central 
African nation 
sometimes is 
called the 
Switzerland of Africa. Its 116 
million people come irom 
various African tribes and the 
make their living mostly off 
the land. A chief export is cof­ 
fee. Last year Uganda sold 
2.43 million 132-pound bags of 
coffee abroad 
“ All men are both good and 
bad and presidents are also 


men,” Idi Amin once said. 
“ We must respect our 
presidents, even if they 
become so bad we have to 
remove them We made them 
presidents, if they were bad 
we have ourselves to blame.” 


Most biograpies say Amin 
was born in sometime in 
1925— they don't know exactly 
when— in the Moslem and 
Kakwa tribal district of ex­ 
treme northwest Uganda. The 
biographies say his mother, 
who had a reputation as a 
sorceress, left the area when 
Idi was very young and that he 
had little contact with his 
father, a peasant farmer. 


But Amin told a different 
story at a meeting in 1975 of 
the Organization of African 
Unity in Kampala. 
He said he was born in 1928 
in a police barracks that once 


stood at the site of the 
meeting 
He claimed his 


father was a police sergeant. 
Biographers say he had only 


a partial grade school educa­ 
tion before joining the King’s 
African Rifles in 1946, when 
Uganda was a British 
protectorate. 
"I never had any formal 


education—not even a nursery 
school certificate,” he once 
said in an interview’. 


At 6 feet, 4 inches tall and 


weighing 250 pounds, Amin 
was prime soldier material. 


In 1961, after Uganda gained 


independence from Britain, 
Amin became a lieutenant and 
one®/ the first two Ugandan 
officers. It was during this 
period that he became Ugan­ 
da’s heavyweight boxing 
champion, a title he held for 
nine vears. 


several towns. He also charg­ 
ed that an invasion force had 
been mounted by neighboring 
Tanzania. 
Then on Friday, after Presi­ 
dent Carter told reporters in 
Washington that events in 
Uganda "disgusted the entire 
civilized world.”

It was only last November 
that Idi Amin was claiming 
credit for the election of Jim­ 
my Carter to the American 
presidency. He had said that 
his announced support 
of 
Carter prompted American 
blacks to vote for him. 
Through the years Amin, a 
former Ugandan heavyweight 
boxing champion, has thrust 
himself into world headlines. 
—He has said said Hitler 
was "right to burn six million 
Jews.”

John B Regan, a TWA of­ 
ficial who accompanied the 
Missourians, told Adams that 
all major airlines have a con­ 
tract which commits them to 
use Lambert until 1985. Regan 
is chairman of a committee 
that negotiates Lambert con­ 
tracts with the City of St. 
Louis. 
Last September, Coleman 
approved an application by 
Columbia-Waterloo, 
111., for 
development money to build a 
new airport for the St. Louis 
area. The Illinois site is about 
30 miles from downtown St.

For example, he pointed out 
that Bothwell Hospital's utili­ 
ty costs increased 30 per cent 
in the last year, while the cost 
of malpractice insurance went

Life 
behind the three-foot- 
thick granite walls of Folsom 
Prison wouldn't agree with 
anyone, let alone a man used 
to wheeling a motorcycle at 
will. But Hell's Angels leader 
Ralph 
"Sonny” 
Barger 
is 
making the best of his 10-year- 
to-life narcotics sentence. 


His works as a janitor. He 
studies. He keeps himself fit. 
He plays guitar 
He writes 
friends and fans. He watches 
his favorite television show, 
“ Mary Hartman, Mary 
Hartman ” 
" I know 1 lost the big one, 
but 1 don’t think it affected me 
psychologically,” 
Barger 
says, folding his heavy tat­ 
tooed arms. "1 just sit here 
and laugh about it. They gotta 
let me go sometime." 
Since he came to the state’s 
only 
maximum 
security 
prison in June 1973, the 38- 
year-old convict has remained 
the grand old man of the na­ 
tion's most notorious motorcy­ 
cle bunch. 
Although a few gray hairs 
have sprouted in his full beard 
and his brown hair is a little 
thinner. Barger comes across 
as 
tanned, 
healthy 
and 
supremely confident that not 
only will he survive, but he'll 
also be riding free. 
"I'm 
just 
keeping 
busy, 
making use of the time,” he 
said recently in a prison inter­ 
view. " I think inmates as well 
as officials are surprised at 
my actions. I ’m just minding 
my own business and doing 
my thing. 
His prison years have built 
Barger, once 
a 
wiry 
140- 
pounder into a muscular 185 
pounds. His education has im­ 
proved 
from 
fourth 
grade 
level to college level, with a 3.5 
grade point average He hopes 
to get his B A 
degree in 
sociology this June 
As a youngster growing up 
in Oakland, 
Calif , 
Barger 
dropped out of school and into 


the 
Army. 
After 
he 
was 
discharged for being only IB. 
he formed the Oakland Hell's 
Angels chapter with a group of 
other teen-agers. 


"The activities then were 
the same as they are now: ride 
a motorcycle, party and have 
a good time." he said. "It was 
different only in the fact that 
we didn’t have all the heat that 
we’ve got now." 


He scoffs at investigators 


who contend the Angels have 
been dealing drugs on a wide 
scale since the late 1960s and 
have become an organized 
crime family. 


" I miss everything about 
being on the outside,” says 
Barger, a former warehouse­ 
man 
and 
consultant 
for 
Angels movies. "Especially 
freedom of movement. 1 think 
about riding my motorcycle, 
too.”

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Nome residents ponder future once oil bucks flow 


NOME. Alaska (AP>-This 
tiny town sits at the end of a 
lonely trail carved by man’s 
greed, hunkered down on the 
Bering Sea coast only 120 
miles east of Siberia, perched 
on the edge of prosperity and 
starvation 
Its Chamber of Commerce 
promotes the present through 
‘ w 
‘ of i................ 
past. ~ 
the legends of its goldmining 


Its city fathers view with 
pleasure and trepidation the 
prospect of another bonanza 
— the prediction that big 
quantities of oil and natural 
gas lie offshore under the con­ 
tinental shelf. 
The town has endured pro­ 
sperity before, but it can’t 
help wondering: If prosperity 
comes, can greed be far 
behind? 
There are 
problem s 
already, but these Nome can 
handle. 
About 85 per cent of Nome's 
population of 2,500 is Eskimo. 
They trace their heritage back 
10,000 years and are caught 
between the old village ways 
and the technocracy of the 
1970s. 
A dormitory at the Nome- 
Belze 
High 
School, 
one 
of the best in the state, stands 
empty, a monument to chang­ 
ing times. 
It once housed hundreds of 
natives who had to leave their 
villages for nine months a 
year if they wanted a high 
school education. But taking 
young Eskimos out of their 
villages and putting them in 
boarding school was, many 
say,a disaster. 
“ In most families these kids 
are the parents’ right arm — 
they help hunt and babysit the 
younger ones,” one official 
said. "They want them to get 
an education, but they don’t 
want 
them 
to 
leave 
the 
villages and get involved in 
another culture that will keep 
them away.” 
The issue led to a class ac­ 
tion suit and a court ruling 
that requires the state to pro­ 
vide 
village 
secondary 
schools, and a $59.2 million 
bond issue to build them. 
Nome’s whites are new­ 
comers involved in a past- 
present tug of war of their 
own. They left post-war cities 
and hard-time farms, or they 
are the offspring of those who 
came here with picks and 
shovels to dig up a golden 
dream. 
Some are suburban misfits 
who fled to the bush to escape 
a 
commuting 
life. 
Others 
created businesses 
for 
themselves 
and stayed 
because they can set their own 
pace. If oil growth comes, 
these small-town entre- 


nature to let anything bad hap­ 
pen to you." 
Although there are nine 
churches, most of the town's 
organized social life revolves 
around the nine bars Police 
say 99 per cent of Nome’s 
crime involves booze. Every 
night the ancient hospital, con­ 
demned two years ago as a 
fire hazard, has at least two or 
three drunks in its emergency 
room, which is staffed by 
three doctors. 
There is one psychologist, 
no dentist, no veterinarian, no 
barber. 
Gasoline is more than $1 per 
gallon at the single service 
station. Heating oil for an 
average-size house costs up to 
$250 a month in the sub-zero 
winter. During the off-season, 
when 
tourists 
retreat to 


warmer climes, only one nine- 
stool diner and two fancier 
restaurants stay open. 
In the brief summer when 
the midnight sun encircles the 
horizon with flame, stubborn 
tufts of grass and a few hearty 
flowers appear. But mostly it 
is dust, and more dust, swirl­ 
ing through the cracks and 
crannies of the weathered 
houses decorated 
with 
crumbling gingerbread trim, 
a faint reminder of grander 
days when 20,000 prospectors 
swarmed the beaches before 
World War I. 
Since Washington announc­ 
ed plans to hold the Bering Sea 
oil lease sale this year, the 
town has approved a $1.3 
million bond issue to upgrade 
water and sewer services. 
New buildings are going up. 


The library is being enlarged, 
There is a 
fledgling teen 
center and plans for a swim­ 
ming pool. 


There are two radio sta­ 
tions, four 
hotels, 
a 
new 
federal building, a new elec­ 
tric generating plant and the 
jet airport’s terminal is being 
remodeled. 


Bering Straits Native Corp., 
one of 13 profit-oriented cor­ 
porations created by the 1971 
Native Claims Settlement Act, 
maintains headquarters in 
Nome and administers that 
area’s share of the nearly $1 
billion and 40 million acres 
awarded 
by 
Congress to 
Alaska’s 
Eskimos. 
Aleuts, 
Athabascans and Tlingits in 
payment for their ancestral 
lands.

the state’s oldest newspaper 
now housed in a Front Street 
building which lists to the East 
on the sagging permafrost. 
Stroking his lush steel-wool 
beard and waving at each 
passing auto, Gregory steered 
his four-wheel-drive vehicle 
»through the ruts of the main 
drag and surveyed the nearby 
red 
tundra 
h ills with 
satisfaction. 
“ It sure is a pretty place, 
isn’t it?” he said. He didn’t ex­ 


pect an answer. Gregory has 
been in Alaska nearly 30 
years 
Nome’s suicide rate is 25 
times the national average 
More than 40 per cent of its 
population has an alcohol pro­ 
blem. About 40 per cent of its 
people live on welfare. They 
augment 
their 
income 
by 
hunting but face tightened 
restrictions to save dwindling 
species. 
The cost of living is 50 per 
cent higher than Anchorage, 
which is 50 per cent higher 
than Seattle. 
Nome is accessible by sea 
only during the brief summer 
respite. Year-round air ser­ 
vice is expensive and at the 
mercy of capricious weather

said Beverly Pfeiffer, area 
home economist in child and 
family development from the 
University of Missouri Exten­ 
sion Center, "and that is one of 
the 
basic 
ideas 
that the 
parent-child 
interaction 
course is based on.” 
The course, to run for nine 
weeks beginning March 17, is 
open to mothers of children 
who are at least three years 
old and less than five vears 
old. 
"The other idea that forms 
the basis for this program is 
that play is children’s work. 
Playing is the way they learn 
about 
the 
world 
around 
them,” Mrs. Pfeiffer said. 
"This course encourages a 
mother to become actively in­ 
volved in helping her children 
learn as they play games 
together.” 
The classes involve using 
nine toys, one per week, for 
teaching and playing. There is 
a one-hour parent meeting 
each week to view a video­ 
tape and discuss the toy for 
that week. The mothers are 
asked to use the toy only when 
the mother and child can play 
together, to play only as long 
as the child is interested, to 
get on the same physical level 
as the child and to allow the 
child to try new games and 
ideas. 
The children are 
given 
several learning tasks at the 
beginning and end of the nine 
weeks to measure the success 
of the program. The child’s on­ 
ly other involvement is to play 
with the toy with his mother. 
Each toy is designed to 
teach a specific concept or set 
of concepts, yet is unstruc­ 
tured enough to let the child be 
creative and make up his own 
games. 
One of the toys is a set of 
Sound Cans. These are small 
cans which have different ob­ 
jects or materials inside. The 
child develops listening skill 
by using this toy. He learns to 
pay attention to tell if sounds 
are the same or different. 
Poor listening skills 
can 
develop into poor 
reading 
skills, according to Mrs. Pfeif­ 
fer, because so many words 
sound alike. 
The Color Lotto toy consists 
.of a board and two sets of 


squares painted different col­ 
ors. The games played with 
this toy will help a child iden­ 
tify nine basic colors and to 
match a color sample of that 
color. 
Using puzzle-type pieces — 
squares, rectangles, triangles 
and circles; two of each shape 
in different colors — the Mat­ 
ching Board helps a child iden­ 
tify and match shapes and 
identify 
colors. 
There are 
three games listed on the 
course guide sheet to play w ith 
this toy and countless others 
that the mother and child can 
create on their own. 
Touch is an important way 
that children learn. A toy 
called The Feelie Bag is used 
to help the child to recognize 
shapes by touch as well as by 
sight. The toy consists of a 
drawstring bag with two sets 
of cut-out shapes. Four games 
are listed on the guide sheet to 
play with this toy. 
After 
being taught 
to 
recognize differences in 
shape, size and color, the child 
needs to learn to sort, arrange 
and classify them. In order to 
encourage these skills, the 
parent-child interaction 
course uses Learning Squares, 
16 wooden squares that fit on 
a special wooden post. 
The specific skills developed 
by the Learning Squares are 
the concept of "same" and 
"not the same” as it relates to 
color and size; recognition of 
patterns in groups of things 
and learning to 
eliminate 
those items that do not belong 
(classifying); recognition of 
patterns and how to extend 
them. This toy also has the 
potential 
of encouraging 
creativity and self-expression 
by letting the child come up 
with his own games. 
The games get more com­ 
plex as the course progresses. 
The later games use logic and 
reasoning ability rather than 
just memorization. 
The Attribute Blocks are 


designed to help the child 
learn to observe, identify and 
describe things; understand 
that things can have more 
than one quality (that blocks 
can be round and small as well 
as different colors); and to use 
memory and logic in solving 
problems. The games played 
with 
the blocks help to 
organize thinking. 
The Color Blocks toy helps 
the child learn to see patterns 
and to learn words that tell 
where things are located, such 
as "in front of" and "beside." 
Comparison Blocks are used 
to teach the concepts of size 
relationships 8 tallest and 
shortest, middle-size, taller 
and shorter, the same and 
equal to. 
One of the nine games deals 
with numbers. Many children 
who can call off numbers in 
order are said to be able to 
count However, as the course 
points out, the child may have 
little understanding of what a 
number is. When the child can 
match the number with the 
quantity it represents, then 
the number means something 
to him The Number Puzzle 
strives to teach the child just 
that. Using pegs and puzzle 
pieces, the toy helps the child 
iearn to match numerals with 
the quantities they represent 
and to identify, name and 
count numbers in sequence 
from zero to 10. 
"Many parents would like to 
help their children learn but 
are afraid to try or don’t know 
where to start,” Mrs. Pfeiffer 
said. "This course should help 
them get that start.” 
Because of 
a 
limited 
number of sets of toys, in­ 
terested persons must pre­ 
register for the course by 
March 9. The parent sessions 
held once a week to discuss the 
use of the toys will be at 9:30 
a.m. every Thursday beginn­ 
ing March 17 in the Con­ 
ference Room of the Exten­ 
sion Office, 1806 West 11th.

Family grocery bills may go 
up more than expected this 
year because of drought, 
severe winter weather and 
soaring coffee 
prices, ac­ 
cording to the Agriculture 
Department. 
Overall,

prices may rise three to five 
per cent from

average, 
the 
department’s 
Outlook and Situation Board 
said. Earlier. USDA experts 
predicted a rise of three to 
four per cent. 
“ Drought conditions so far 
this season increased uncer­ 
tainties for 1977 crops,” the 
report 
said 
“ Short 
crops 
could push average prices to 
the upper end of the forecast 
range with year end prices 
perhaps substantially higher 
than a year earlier.” 
On

hand, 
if 
farm ers 
get 
“ favorable 
weather 
this 
spring 
and 
through the remainder of the 
year,” food prices in most of 
1977 will remain fairly stable, 
the board said. 
Last year, following an 8,5 
per cent increase in 1975 and 
annual increases of 14.5 per 
cent in 1973 and 1974. retail 
food costs rose only three per 
cent. Bumper crops and a 
cooling off of inflation were 
mainly responsible. 
For the present, food prices

spring." because of sharply

Officials said, however, that 
abundant supplies of meat, 
milk and other items will help 
hold down total grocery bills.

Taking a chapter from British 
politics, a bipartisan group of 
American conservatives has an­ 
nounced the formation of a 
“ shadow cabinet” to keep watch 
on the Carter administration. 


Known 
as 
the 
‘‘Citizens 
Cabinet,” the group says it will 
serve to offer conservative alter­ 
natives to policies of the Carter 
administration that it considers 
to be too liberal, and will under­ 
take to articulate these positions 
to the American people. 


Before he left office. President 
Gerald Ford proposed a similar 
idea, except his notion of the 
“ loyal opposition” was that it be 
Republican. The only problem 
here is that many Republicans 
are just about as liberal as their 
Democratic counterparts, and 
therefore would hardly be in a 
position to offer much in the way 
of alternatives. The bipartisan 
approach also has 
much to 
recommend it. 


The Citizens Cabinet is coun­ 
ting 
heavily 
on 
nationwide 
publicity so it can be effective. 
Considering that most elements 
of the national press corps are 
not congenial to the conservative 
viewpoint, this may be hard to 
achieve without paying for it. 
For 
example, 
when 
a 
dis­ 
tinguished group of Americans 
of both parties recentv formed 
themselves into the Committee 
on the Present Danger to protest 
America’s precipitous defense 
decline, the story rated hardly 
any place in the national press 
and on television. 


President Carter is proving to 
be a far more liberal Chief Ex­ 
ecutive than he appeared he 
would be in the campaign. The 
conservative movement badly 
needs a national forum to ex­ 
press 
its views. 
Maybe 
the 
Citizens Cabinet will be effective 
in this regard.

If you oppose abortion on de­ 
mand, and want to be a doctor, 
you may be headed for trouble. 


This is the finding of Sen. 
Richard Schweiker, R-Pa., who 
cites a study of 60 medical 
school’s showing that two-thirds 
of them either had specific ques­ 
tions on the applicant’s views on 
abortion and sterilization in their 
written forms, or that they were 
brought up at the interviewer’s 
option. 


Several of the schools in­ 
dicated that an applicant’s op­ 
position to abortion would hurt 


his chances for admission.

bill 
to 
eliminate such questions from 
screening processes in medical 
schools receiving federal aid. He 
points out that opposition to 
abortion is often based on moral 
and 
religious 
considerations, 
and that discrimination on the 
basis of religion is forbidden by 
federal law.

WASHINGTON — Tens of thousands of 
American 
children, 
wards of 
the 
bureaucracy, have been consigned to a 
dreary purgatory, without love or hope. 
Many are also living in worse poverty 
than the government rescued them from 


It has become the American way for 
the bureaucracy to take custody of 
children who have been abandoned or 
abused by their parents. Sometimes the 
separation is voluntary, a breathing spell 
while families extricate themselves from 
the vicissitudes of modern living. 


But once children fall into the clutches 
of the bureaucracy, they often become 
lost in the paperwork. They become 
charges of magistrates and clerks who 
are detached, methodical, guided by 
regulations which they follow to the let­ 
ter. 


In place of a parent, the abandoned 
child has a government clerk seated in 
his cubicle pondering the latest form and 
deciding that it runs afoul of regulations 
and must be disallowed. 


Of the 350,000 children entrusted to the 
government's foster care program, ac-. 
cording to 
congressional 
testimony, 
•■between 100.000 and 200.000 ... are adrift 
in foster care and will likely remain in 
foster care for long and indefinite periods 
Foster care has become a vast and a 
hidden dumping ground for children." 


It has taken Congress two years to put 
together the sordid story of the plethora 
of social programs which make up foster 
care, The investigation was started in 
1975 by then-Sen. Walter Mondale, D - 
Minn , and Rep. George Miller. D.-Calif. 


Miller called upon the resources of the 
General Accounting 
Office and the 
Library of Congress. The Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Department also con­ 
ducted an investigation of its own foster 
care efforts. The final results haven't 
been made public, but we can reveal the 
- shameful findings: 


— Foster care costs the taxpayers 
almost S7Ü0 million a year, with the 
money shuffled into a bureaucratic maze 
where administrators fight over the 
dollars. 
Much of the money never 
reaches the children but is siphoned off 
by the administrators. There is also a 
wide disparity in foster care costs, rang­ 
ing from $156 to $1,320 a month. Ac­ 
cording to the GAO study, the govern­ 
ment is often billed for costs which *‘we 
believe would be unallowable under any 
reasonable 
interpretation of 
federal 
reg ula tio ns.” 


— Over $600.000 of unallowable federal 
payments were made, for example, to 
two counties in California. The counties 
placed foster children in private institu­ 
tions that made a profit off children’s 
misery at public expense. The GAO 
found evidence of similar unlawful 
placements in New Jersey and New 
York. 


— The GAO inspected foster care in­ 
stitutions which were no more than 
children warehouses, with broken plum­ 
bing. 
missing 
window 
screens, 
dilapidated furniture, broken windows 
and inoperable refrigerators containing 
rotting fruits and vegetables. Other 
children's homes had walls and doors 
with holes, mattresses without bed- 
springs and ” barracks-like" settings. 
' “ Serious deficiencies” were discovered 
in seven of 18 institutions the GAO 
visited. 


— At one-third of the institutions in­ 
spected. some children did not receive 
annual physical exams Almost half of 
the institutions had “ inadequate controls 
over medications" — that is. unsafe 
storage of medicines within easy access 
of children 


— HEW found the local foster care.pro- 
grams ensnarled 
in red tape. A child, 
for example, must run a maze of as many 
as six different eligibility standards to 
receive foster care. The programs were 
also plagued, according to HEW. by 
“ lack of adequate planning, goal setting.

Books were burned and 
teachers were fired and writers went to 
jail and intellectuals cultivated their own 
gardens...” 


Now those readers so unfortunate as 
not to be familiar with the work of Mr 
Leonard should know at least this about 
him. that Tom Wolfe aside, he is the fun­ 
niest writer in America, the hottest 
epigrammatist in the language, with a 
sense of irony the equal of Murray Kemp- 
ton's, a prose rich as Rimsky- Korsakov 
— but he suffers from a sad failure quite 
to connect with reality, notwithstanding 
a precocious flirtation with conservatism 
in his early twenties Hyperbole is one of 
his wonderful strengths 
"One can't 


disagree that We the People made Mc­ 
Carthy,” he writes, “ any more than one 
can disagree with the proposition that 
death is sad or that sex is less so But are 
such pious observations very helpful0 On 
television, there is no shortage of natural 
gas " 


Ah, our tortured poets! But those who 
believe that Mr. Leonard's delirium is a 
particular disease have forgotten the 
history of the era. where the excesses 
were far less McCarthy's, than his 
critics! In those days there actually con­ 
vened in plenipotentiary sessions six pro­ 
fessors at Haverford who dubbed them­ 
selves “ The Unterrified,” and plotted 
how to rescue America from McCarthy. 
And there was of course the rabbi who 
preached that the student pantie- raids 
were the result of the internalization of 
student exuberance caused by the Ter­ 
ror 
There were those wonderful at­ 
tempts at open-mindedness, of which my 
favorite remains the Dalton School’s 
response to a girl who complained that 
McCarthy's side had not once been given 
In the spirit of free inquiry, the dean 


thereupon scheduled a debate on the 
topic. “ Resolved. That McCarthy's Un- 
American Activities are Justified.” 


Lord Bertrand Russell actually said 
that McCarthy had made it unsafe for 
Americans to read Thomas Jefferson. 
Mr Robert Hutchins actually said that so 
cowed were we all by McCarthy that it 
took courage to contribute support to 
Harvard University where Mr. Leonard 
was incompletely educated; Could it 
have been the shortage of funds caused 
by McCarthy?). 


McCarthy, up through the Tydings in­ 
vestigation w hich gave him the notoriety 
off which “ Tail Gunner Joe" coasts, 
named — and only when required to do so 
by the Tydings Committee — a total of 44 
persons, who with a single exception 
Owen Lattimore1 he designated as 
loyalty risks.

She is Kathy 
Anderson, freshman stand out 
for the Central Missouri State 
University Jennies basketball 
team Incidentally, she is also 
Kim’s sister 
Dr. Mildred Barnes, coach 
of the Jennies, feels confident 
in praising “ Andy" as she 
calls the 18-vear-old Ander­ 
son. Her confidence has been 
justified in Anderson’s play. 
The 5-9 guard forward leads 


all scorers on an explosive 
team with 349 points in 24 
games. She carries a 14.5 point 
per game average, hitting 48 8 
per cent from the floor and 
59,4 per cent from the free 
throw line.

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Country stars’ homes draw millions annually to Nashville 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.(AP)- 


It may not be as fancy here as 
Beverly Hills or as opulent as' 
Palm Springs, but country 
music is doing for Nashville 
what movies and monev have 
done for the California towns: 
It’s dotting the country-side 
with pleasure domes. 
Tour buses ferry gawkers 


past 15 of the most impressive 
domiciles of the music 
makers, which are impressive 
by any standard, and there 
are others off the beaten path 
and even in the Tennessee 
hinterlands. 


Among the showier 


showplaces is Webb Pierce’s. 
He stood in his antique- 
crammed living room, a 
heavy Indian necklace 


stomacl, and said: 
“ When my wife Audry finds 


something she likes, I say, 
‘Buy it. Just buy until you get 
ashamed of yourself.’” 
That’s the spirit behind 


some of Nashville’s more 
remarkable architecture. 
Pierce’s own stone manor 
house stands on 10 landscaped 
acres with tennis courts, for­ 
mal gardens and a guitar­ 
shaped swimming pool 
that set him back a cool 
150.000. 
The Grand Ole Opry, found­ 
ed in 1925, was the magnet 
that drew the likes of Pierce to 
Nashville. The spinoff was 
more artists, recording 
studios, agents, money and 
people who feed off it all. 


The Nashville Chamber of 


Commerce says 6.3 million 
persons visit the city and its 
environs each year. One of the 
pioneers in peddling a peek at 
how the stars live was Agnes 
Pennington She’s been cart­ 
ing visitors on the music and 
mansion circuit for more than 
a quarter of a century and has 
parlayed the business into one 
of the city’s largest tour out­ 
fits, one of more than 25 com­ 
panies that hawk maps and 
three-hour tours for $7.50. 
But for the $7.50, Pierce is 


the only big star who 
welcomes tourists — and he 
got into trouble for it. 
Pierce, who lives in a quiet 


residential area south of town, 
near Minnie Pearl’s place and 
the Tennessee governor’s 


mansion, not only welcomed 
sightseers, he was also selling 
them his albums at poolside. 
Neighbors got a court order 
banning such eoings on. He 
said he would quit selling 
records, but he wouldn’t quit 
seeing people.

North Carolina's prison 
system in state of disrepair 


EDITOR’S NOTE: North 


Carolina may have the largest 
per capita prison population of 
any state, but the state is not 
alone in the problems in its 
penal institutions. Here is a 
look at those problems.

research Glen Williams. 
“ They’re going to be with us a 
longer time.” 
The past four years have 


given the state what prison of­ 
ficials believe is the highest 
per capita prison population in 
the nation, but the state is not 
alone in its problems. 
In Alabama, a federal judge 


recently ruled the prisons 
have become cruel and 
unusual punishment in 
them selves. S im ila r 
intervention appeared in other 
states, and many North 
frequently, but on one recent, Carolina officials privately 
day the state housed 13,3$ 
convicted criminals, locked in 
facilities adequate for 10,980 
since they were built in the 
days of leg chains and road 
work. 
“ We’ve literally reached the 


saturation point,” stale prison 
Director Ralph Edwards says 
in summing up the situation. 
Other officials add that 


overcrowding develops other 
problems. Conditions in some 
prison dormitories make 
guards feaful to enter them 
after the nightly lockup. 
Drugs are dealt in openly. 
Some inmates are raped. 
Others pay their fellow 
convicts for protection. Some 
are murdered for failing to 
pay back small debts. 
All this exists amid filth, 


peeling paint, unsanitary 
conditions. 
Judges are aware of the 


crisis, some to the extent that 
they are probating sentences 
instead adding to the prison 
jam. 
“ I’ve about gone out of the 


business of sending any young or cel 
folks to prison if I can possibly 
avoid it,” says Superior Court 
Judge James Bailey, “ and it’s 
because of the conditions in 
there." 
But growth of the prison 


population is relentless. More 
than 3,000 additional inmates 
were confined in the past four 
years, and almost all the new 
inmates are under 30 and have 
long sentences. 
“ That’s why we see no im- 


admit such action would 
prompt huge costs to improve 
conditions to the minimum 
established by the federal 
court in Alabama 


An Associated Press survey 


— which included tours of 
prisons, the study of hundreds 
of pages of reports and inter­ 
views with dozens of inmates 
and recent parolees — showed 
little hope of the state’s 
prisons meeting federal 
standards. 
The AP investigation found 


the causes of recent disrup­ 
tions — small riots at Craggy 
Prison in Asheville and the 
Women’s Correctional Center 
in Raleigh and the inmate- 
initiated fire that claimed nine 
lives at the McDowell County 
unit — remain and are 
compounded. 
During the four years of 


growth, the prison staff has 
not expanded. Although $20 
million was appropriated, 
b u re au cratic delays 
prevented the construction of 
a single additional dormitory

sleep on mattresses resting on 
the floor. 
The prison system’s popula­ 
tion is even greater than the 
“ emergency capacity” of 
13,132 — a number officials 
say can be housed but not 
controlled. 
Along with the over­ 
crowding and unsanitary con­ 
ditions, there are the illegal 
drugs, rapes, protection 
payments and murders. 
Knives, fashioned from foun- 
t ai n pe ns , me l t e d 
toothbrushes and metal arch 
supports in prison-issue shoes, 
are in abundance. 
“They don’t fight with fists 


around here. It’s knives,” said 
Darrell Helms, 34, serving a 
life sentence for murder at 
Central Prison. “ And you can 
make a knife out of anything.” 


There are scattered abuses 


by prison unit officers, too, 
such as one confirmed case in 
which a college-educated in­ 
mate was compelled to do per­ 
sonal clerical work that in­ 
cluded typing an illegal chain 
letter. 
North Carolina’s new gover­ 
nor, James B. Hunt Jr., has 
proposed $30 million for im­ 


provements in the prison 
system in the next two years. 
The past four years show, 
however, that million-dollar 
proposals do not ensure im­ 
mediate relief, which is badly 
needed. 
A little-noticed report on the 


status of North Carolina’s 
prisons by the Department of 
Cor r ect i on recentl y 
characterized the penal 
system as “ a ‘powder keg’ 
ready to explode at any time.” 
Prisoners and officials 


agree at least part of the pro­ 
blem is the deterioration of an­ 
tiquated prisons and the un­ 
sanitary conditions. 
The division of health ser­ 
vices of the state Department 
of Human Resources is sup­ 
posed to inspect each facility 
yearly as part of its statutory 
obligation to advise prison 
officials. 
Inspectors visited Central 


Prison less than a month ago, 
and the maximum security 
prison barely passed. 
Demerits were given for in­ 
adequate bathing facilities, 
poor ventilation and unclean 
floors, walls, drinking foun­ 
tains and cooking utensils.

burden in Western Europe’s 
poorest country. 
Two years after they began 
trickling back, Portugal has 
not found places for many of 
the refugees who now make up 
nearly a tenth of its popula­ 
tion. Tens of thousands of 
jobless live on emergency aid, 
some enduring a chill winter 
in 
muddy 
shacks 
without 
plumbing, other sleeping eight 
to 
a 
room 
in decaying 
mansions. 
The new arrivals are often 
openly resented in a nation 
that for decades has eased its 
poverty by exporting people. 
Some are reportedly involved 
both 
as 
victims and vic- 
timizers in welfare frauds that 
Lisbon newspapers say cost 
the government the equivalent 
of 50 million escudos a year, 
about 15 per cent of total state 
spending on the refugees. 
The government Commis­ 
sion for Displaced Persons, 
which oversees the National 
Institute to Aid Refugees, con­ 
cedes irregularities involving 
corrupt civil servants ana 
unscrupulous landlords. But 
the commission insists that 
state aid, although imper­ 
fectly administered, averted 
disaster after a 1974 revo­ 
lution led Portugal to demo­ 
cracy and ended its 400 years 
of colonial rule. 
With national unemploy­ 
ment at 15 per cent, taxi 
drivers, teachers and factory 
workers have resisted govern­ 
ment attempts to move 
refugees into the few vacan­ 
cies available around Lisbon. 
Refugees are also suspect 
politically — leftist workers’ 
committees that have had 
veto power over hiring since 
the revolution often bar them 
as reactionaries. 
Disputes also surround the 
government’s $230-million an­ 
nual refugee aid program. 
Some refugee sources contend 
that 
there 
are 
1 
million 
refugees in Portugal, nearly 
half of them overlooked in a 
government census and thus 
ineligible for aid. 
The government provided 
about $100 
a 
month in 
unemployment benefits for a 
refugee family of four, about 
two-thirds 
of the national 
minimum 
wage. 
Refugees 
lodged in hotels or rooming 
houses at government expense 
received an additional $8 a 
day for room and board, paid 
directly to landlords. 
Critics say the payment of 


lodging allowances was so 
poorly managed that some 
landlords piled up huge profits 
while they forced refugees to 
live on short rations and in 
overcrowded conditions. 
Government officials hope 
to get many more refugees on 
a self-sufficient basis in 1977. 
The annual aid budget is being 
reduced to the equivalent of 
$136 million. Several thousand 
refugees have been moved out 
of first-class hotels and others 
are 
being switched 
from 
cheaper hotels to military bar­ 
racks or public institutions 
during the year to make room 
for an expected recovery in 
tourism 
Benefit payments have been 
curtailed to refugees who ar­ 
rived after last Nov. 30. Under 
a two-month-old credit pro­ 
gram, about one-third funded 
with a $35-million U.S. govern­ 
ment 
grant, refugees will 
receive low-cost state loans to 
start small businesses. 
But refugees seem likely to 
remain a public problemfor 


a big dog kennel for the cham­ 
pionship bassets Dixie raises.

He talked the builder, 
who planned it for his own 
family, into a 
sale. The 


area which Cash says gave 
him plenty of room to walk off 
those sleepless nights of the 
old days. 
He has added a second level 
and is building a 
six-car 
garage. 
A

patrols the estate, which has 
two swimming pools, tennis 
courts and terraced gardens. 
Down the road, Orbison 
lives in a huge wood and stone 
A-frame hidden by a tall 
fence. 
Luman’s large 
log 
house stretches diagonally 
across a wooded lot.

PRO AND CON 


Should Capital Punishment Be Mandatory For First-Degree Murder? 


PRO Sea John Tower of Texas 


Yes. I am a strong advocate of swift and certain punishment 
as a deterrent to all violent crime. The liberalization of our 
criminal justice system to protect the rights of the crim inal 
over the rights of society has contributed in large measure to 
the meteoric rise of violent crime. It is, therefore, essential that 
we impose strict and swift punishment for the most violent and 
heinous crimes, and to that end, I would support the death 
penalty for first-degree murder. 


CON Aryeh Neier, Exec. Dir. American Civil Liberties Union 
No. An argument for capital punishment can reasonably be 
made if: 1) it prevents violent crime, 2) it does not lead to more 
violence and 3) the state is infallible. Even then, 1 would argue 
that nothing justifies legal cruelty. The state should not be 
barbarous. But since the evidence shows the death penalty 
does much to cause violence and nothing to deter it, and since 
the state is all too fallible, I doubt there is even a rational 
argument in favor of capital punishment. 


FOR FANNIE FLAGG, TV personality 
Why did you want to be an actress?—M.G., Boise, Idaho 


• 1 didn’t. I wanted to be a psychiatrist (and to tell you 
the truth, I still do), but that dream died an immediate 
death when I failed my algebra tests. You must have all 
kinds of math know-how in order to be a psychiatrist— 
read charts and that kind of stuff. 1 was so bad at it that 1 
knew I didn’t have the slightest chance of making it, so I 
chose a profession where 1 wouldn’t have to make calcu­ 
lations— acting.

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YES,YOU CAN START 
A NEW CAREER 


It used to be that once you began your career you stayed with 
it until you retired. But now thousands of people are not only 
switching at all ages, they’re also very successful at it.

Just after dawn in Taos, N.M., a virgin 
snowfall is tested by a lone skier. He zips 
along the natural slopes engraving the 
Sangre de Cristo ranges, slowing now and 
then to savor the crispness and silence of 
the forest. Later that morning, he joins 
•‘other skiers at the lodge, sipping steaming 
hot chocolate and planning the day’s in- 
struction logs. After lunch, Tony Rousselot 
is back on the slopes, a fulfilled and happy 
man in love with his work and his environ­ 
ment. 
Only six years ago, Rousselot w as a New 
York stockbroker, keeping pace with the 
dynamics of urban life. He had success but 
had to pay a price—tension, high prices, 
high taxes, a hectic lifestyle for himself and 
his family. He was beginning to wonder 
whether it was all worth it. With some sav­ 
ings, courage, family support and a love of 
skiing as his backup, Rousselot moved west 
*o Taos and began a new career as a ski 
instructor, sidelining in horticulture in the 
off-season. 
A fairy tale? Not quite. Rousselot is just 
another example from the swelling ranks of 
middle-aged men who are successfully 
changing their careers in “midstream.” 
Although there are no official numbers on 
the phenomenon, a few interesting statistics 
reveal a growing interest among middle- 
aged men in pursuing alternate career goals: 
, • According to a 1972 report by the Ameri­ 
can Management Associations, almost half 
of a group of 2,700 successful executives 
surveyed were discontented in their jobs 
and had either considered or executed a 
career change during the previous five-year 
period. 
• A recent survey by Harold L. Sheppard of 
the American Institute of Research in Wash­ 
ington indicated that 40 percent of male 
blue-collar workers desired career changes 
in mid-life, if alternatives were available. 
• A 1974 Department of Labor survey re­ 
ported that almost two million adults over 
'/35 were back in school; men comprised 46 
percent of that total 
Why is there this burgeoning movement 
to seek career change? 
A roller-coaster economy is a prime 
factor, comments Dr. Alan D. Entine, di­ 
rector of the Mid-Life Assessment Program 
at the State University of New York at 
Stony Brook. Today there are no more 
anchor or “safe" professions which are im-

mune to change. 
Inner conflicts common in this life stage 
also are causes of the career-switch “itch." 
Psychologists label the turmoil part of a 
mid-life crisis syndrome. At this time, says 
Dr. Entine, a man may reach a “plateau” in 
his job, and his perspective on life changes. 
Instead of thinking in terms of “years 
ahead,” a man contemplates the “years left 
to live.” 
Rousselot agrees: “It wasn’t that I was 
miserable in New York; rather I needed to 
take stock of my life. I knew I loved skiing; 
I knew I wanted something more than a 
career on Wall Street. I did what I had to 
do.” 
Many men may marvel at Rousselot’s 
ability to switch easily in midstream. Actu­ 
ally, the changeover was simplified because 
Rousselot was able to transfer skills used 
earlier in life. He was a ski buff, and he had 
always loved gardening. 
Harold Kinne, 52, of Richardson, Texas, 
also was able to recycle skills into a new 
career. After retiring from the Army, Kinne 
returned to the United States in search of a 
new career. “1 wasn’t ready to leave the 
work force, and computers had always been 
a hobby of mine,” he said. Kinne and his 
w ife traveled around the country and 
chanced upon the computer-assisted man­ 
agement program at the University of Texas 
at Dallas. Kinne was turned on: “I knew I 
could bring something to the program, and 
I talked to them about the possibilities. 
He landed a job as an instructor within the 
program and now is attending classes for 
an advanced degree. 
“I’ve never been 
happier,” he commented. 
Walter J. Stoll, 54, of San Diego, Calif., 
made the move at 44. Stoll didn’t then know 
what he wanted: “All I knew was that I 
wanted to live in California.” Because he 
always wanted a degree in business, Stoll 
went back to college. Soon after that, he 
moved his wife and daughter to Southern 
California, where a chance meeting led him 
to a job managing office machines. After 
two years, he moved up to a better position 
within a security firm in the same area. 
Then,he bought up two small security firms 
with his savings. “I saw what I was doing 
for someone else and decided I could do 
just as well for myself,” Stoll explains. Now 
his business is enlarging in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and it serves both national and inter­ 
national accounts. 
Career changes don’t always come by 
choice, how ever. U nem ploym ent and 
forced retirement can also force career 
changes.

C raig Jennings of M anhassett, Long 
Island, N.Y., was a deep-sea diver who was 
fired in 1969 because of budget cutbacks 
at his firm. For more than a year Jennings 
combed the job market via the traditional 
seekers' routes, feeling guilty about his im 
potence in securing another position. Then, 
in 1976, on a free-lance assignment, Jen 
nings wrote a promotional brochure for a 
former employer That led to a direct-mail 
booklet for the man who sold him a type 
w riter. Slowly, a new career option ] 
emerged. “1 got some more contracts, and ! 
this fall I landed a major contract with a I 
M ichigan-based diving firm ,” he says j 
proudly. Jennings at 43 has now formed his 
own advertising agency to handle his ac 
counts. 
Mid-life career changes can be thought of 
in degrees of angle: those who make a 30 
j 
degree shift bring many old skills to their 
new job. Bill Pilder, 36, of New Canaan. 
Conn., is an acute-degree changer. After 
leaving life as a monk a few years ago, he 
was able to bring his interest in people to ; 
a new career as a counselor. Pilder now 
works in New York at an agency which | 
serves people changing careers in mid-life 
According to Pilder, 60 percent of his I 
agency’s clients are men, with an average 
age of 33: "These men are depressed be 
cause they've found that what they thought 
they wanted to do is not enough. They are 
looking for a renewed sense of purpose 
like I was.” 
If these people could make career 
changes, why not you? Dr. Entine suggests 
a self-check list to review before seeking 
career alternatives: 
• Identify the activities and skills that 
have brought the most satisfaction in life 
(Was it organizing that Little League club 
for the town? Volunteering for the com 
munity fire department?) 
• Identify career possibilities in which to 
channel these skills. 
• Determine what further education or 
training may be necessary to achieve 
career goals. 
• Evaluate the options. What are the de 
sired geographic locations? Which com 
panies or organizations are appealing’ 
Individuals who already are pursuing pro 
fessions of your choice should be sought 
and consulted. 
Men who are eager for, but wary of. 
change should seek out professional sup 
port. Ten Speed Press publishes W hat Color 
Is Your Parachute? a fascinating and handt 
guidebook for career changers. Authored 
by Richard N. Bolles, director of the Na 
tional Career Development Center of the 
United Ministries, the book also contains 
updated, valuable appendices on available 
resources. Local colleges, now revamping 
their adult-education programs to meet the 
current demand, also can be good sources 
on the career-changing process. 
Finally, a word of warning: don’t rush 
yourself into a change; do carefully exam 
ine your motivation. If you move too fast, 
you can expect too much too quickly and 
will therefore fail. And if your motivation is 
based on a personal problem such as fear 
of old age or marital trouble, a simple p yj 
career change can’t help you.

DISTURBING FACTS 
ABOUTOUR HOSPITALS 


There is recent and authoritative evidence that while 
our hospitals are considered the best in the world and 
are satisfactory to most patients, they could be better.

Most of us will spend some time in a 
hospital sooner or later. 
What kind of care can we expect? Is 
there anything to recent reports that 
there are big differences in the quality 
of care from hospital to hospital? 
D isturbing questions. Especially 
since there are no easy answers. Right 
now, there is no authoritative way to 
determine in advance the kind of treat­ 
ment we’ll get in the hospital. 
And yes, the quality of care does vary 
from one hospital to another, according 
to the results of a major study spon­ 
sored by 
the 
prestigious 
National 
Academy of Sciences (NAS) and re­ 
cently made public. Fortunately, the 
follow-up to that study which is now 
underway may someday yield the kind 
of information we all would like to 
have. It may help establish criteria by 
which we can judge how well one hos 
pital stacks up against another. Even­ 
tually, it could result in upgrading the 
quality of hospital care in this country. 
However, the results to date are 
somewhat alarming: they show a big 
enough difference in the quality of care 
from hospital to hospital to constitute 
an important public-health problem. 
That conclusion w asn’t reached 
lightly. It came only after the Stanford 
University Center for Health Care Re­ 
search, working under an NAS grant, 
pored through the records of 314,000 
patients who underwent surgery at 
1,224 hospitals in 1972. Then, the re­ 
searchers zeroed in on 8,593 patients 
who were operated on in 17 hospitals 
from May 1973 to February 1974. 
The purpose of all that research was 
to measure the quality of hospital care 
based on the outcome of 15 different 
kinds of operations. The researchers 
compiled data on each patient’s age, 
sex, general health and several other 
factors, including whether or not the 
operation was an emergency. After the 
operations they followed each case to 
determine 1) how many patients died 
following surgery, 2) how many suf­ 
fered complications within a week of 
their operations and 3) how many had 
complications or died within 40 days of 
surgery. The complications and deaths 
were then compared with what the re­ 
searchers had determined the results 
of surgery should have been on the 
basis of the individual patient and his 
or her condition.

For the second phase of the study, 
the Stanford researchers interviewed 
every one of the 8,593 patients and 
doctors, nurses and anesthetists. After 
all the results were in and the statistical 
adjustments made, the researchers con­ 
cluded that a patient’s chances of dying 
or suffering severe complications of 
surgery were two and a half times as 
great at one hospital as at another. 
Why such a big difference? 
At present, that’s the $64,000 ques­ 
tion. The Stanford researchers are con­ 
tinuing their work in an attempt to 
pinpoint the reasons. Indications are, 
however, 
that the hospitals which 
showed up best: 
—Had a higher percentage of nurses 
on their staffs. 
—Spent more money per patient. 
—Were more careful than others in 
awarding staff privileges to doctors. 
The study found that old assumptions 
about what makes one hospital better 
than another no longer apply. For 
example, it had long been believed that 
the best hospitals are the ones with 
the most board-certified doctors— 
those physicians who have passed rig­ 
orous tests in one of the 21 recognized 
medical specialties. It also was thought 
that teaching hospitals—the ones that 
train doctors—are better than non­ 
teaching institutions. Neither of those 
two factors seemed to make any dif­ 
ference in the quality of care in the 
hospitals studied. 
The finding that care seemed to be 
better at hospitals with more registered 
nurses on their staffs may lend support 
to nurses’ efforts to gain a greater say 
at the top-management level at hospi­ 
tals. As things now stand, the nurses 
have been excluded from most medical 
policy-making. They don’t have repre­ 
sentation on the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals or the Na­ 
tional Professional Standards Review 
Council, organizations that monitor the 
quality of hospital care. 
Nurses, once content to remain in the 
background, have been speaking up 
recently. And what they’ve got to say 
about the kind of care available in our 
hospitals has been making waves inside 
and outside of the medical profession. 
In response to a recent poll con­ 
ducted by Nursing 77, the nation’s 
largest nursing journal, 42 percent of 
the 10,000 nurses who responded said 
they knew of deaths due to doctors’ 
mistakes, and 15 percent said they 
knew of more than one such case. One 
nurse told of a surgeon in her hospital 
who made mistakes that had cost the 
lives of eight patients in eight years. 


The nurses weren’t quite as hard on 
themselves as they w ere on the doctors, 
but what they had to say is cause for 
concern. Eighteen percent said they 
knew of deaths caused by errors made 
by nurses, and four percent admitted to 
making fatal mistakes themselves. 
One nurse described this experience: 
“On the 11 to eight shift in the intensive 
care unit, an aide, a licensed practical 
nurse and I had six critically ill patients, 
all on ventilators in three separate 
rooms. I spent 15 minutes with one who 
was hemorrhaging, and when I returned 
to the other room, one of the patients 
had accidentally disconnected himself 
from the ventilator, arrested and died. 
That was three years ago, and I still 
can’t get it out of my mind.” 
Some of the nurses took advantage 
of the questionnaire to unload their 
gripes. The biggest ones were the 
amount of paper work they have to do, 
what they saw as doctors’ indifference 
to their opinions about patients and the 
level of psychological support doctors 
give their patients. A full 77 percent 
rated doctors' performance in this last 
area as “fair” or “poor.” 
And what do. the nurses think about 
the quality of hospital care in general? 
An average of the “grades” the nurses 
were asked to assign their own institu­ 
tions came out to a “low B.” Further­ 
more, 38 percent said they wouldn't 
want to be a patient in their own 
hospitals. 
Although the public usually doesn’t 
hear this kind of thing from the medical 
profession, laymen have long been 
aware that going to the hospital is not 
without some risk. We’re asked to con­ 
sent in writing to surgery, to anesthesia, 
to other medical procedures, some rou­ 
tine, some not. The risk of anesthesia 
is one we don’t think of too often, but 


it’s been well documented: anesthesia 
causes or contributes to the death of 
one in 3,000 surgical patients, and one 
in 10,000 dies as a result of an anes­ 
thesia accident. Those don’t sound like 
bad odds. But they represent risks that 
doctors as well as patients would rather 
not take. 
What 
causes 
anesthesia 
deaths? 
Some recent studies suggest that they 
may be traceable to errors made in ad ­ 
ministering the anesthesia. A report in a 
recent issue of the Neu’ England Jour­ 
nal of Medicine describes the deaths of 
two young women undergoing abor­ 
tions who were given overdoses of the 
local anesthetic lidocaine. A third girl 
died from an allergic reaction to the 
anesthetic mepivacaine. 
A group of malpractice suits in Cali­ 
fornia generated another study of 
deaths due to anesthesia errors. The 
patients involved “were healthy and 
required relatively routine elective sur­ 
gical procedures," the Journal of the 
American M edical Association re­ 
ported. Nine of the patients died b e­ 
cause of “gross mismanagement” of 
their cases—overdoses of the anes­ 
thetic, disconnecting the patient from 
the breathing tube and insertion of the 
breathing tube into only one lung. All 
told, of the 41 cases studied, 30 patients 
died, and eight suffered severe brain 
damage. 
Why does this kind of thing happen? 
A study conducted by Massachusetts 
General Hospital concluded that 69 
percent of the anesthesia mishaps or 
near mishaps investigated there re­ 
cently were due to human error. More 
than half of those could be traced to 
the “adverse general mental or physi­ 
cal condition of the responsible indi­ 
vidual.” Another 27 percent of the 
problems studied were due to equip­ 
ment failure. 
While all of this may seem to be a 
shocking picture, the American Hospi­ 
tal Association helps put things in per­ 
spective by pointing out that American 
hospitals are still the best in the world 
They also cite a Roper poll that shows 
that 76 percent of the public is satisfied 
with the quality of hospital care. 
In addition, there also are things we 
can do to protect ourselves in the hospi­ 
tal and to make sure we get the kind of 
care we should have. Obviously, we’ve 
got to leave the medical decisions to 
the doctors, although there's nothing to 
prevent us from asking for a second, or 
even a third, opinion. And the increase 
in malpractice suits against physicians 
is testimony to the fact that more and 
more people are holding doctors ac­ 
countable for their mistakes. 
However, what many patients don’t 
realize until something goes wrong is 
that doctors are ethically and legally 
required to obtain their patients’ “in­ 
formed consent” in connection with the 
treatment they recommend. The key 
word there is “informed”— the doctor 
has an obligation to make sure that the 
patient fully understands 
the risks 
involved. So if you should have to enter 
a hospital, keep these facts in mind to 
help you get the best 
nam 
care available.

Bale is regarded as the kingpin of aerial 
daredevils. His most dangerous feat on a 
swinging trapeze comes when he makes a 
breathtaking dive into space and then catches 
himself by his heels at the last possible mo­ 
ment. "If 1 miss with my heels, I’ve had it!" he 
says grimly. He also does a sequence of 
balancing stunts on a 45-foot gyro wheel that 
spins around at 70 miles an hour. His wife 
Jeanette appears with him in the gyro-wheel 
act and once saved his life by breaking his fall 
as he slipped off the wheel. He’s also had his 
share of broken bones from minor falls. 
Since he performs 11 months out of the 
year, two performances a day—and some­ 
times three—Bale is always in top condition. 
He takes special warm-up exercises for 30 
minutes before he goes on—running in place, 
skipping rope and chinning himself up and down 
from a high bar. "I’ve got to be all warmed 
up before I go out,” he says. 
The 30-year-old Bale pooh-poohs the myth 
that aerial daredevils never show fear. ' The 
fact is I feel fear everytime I go up, and at 
night, I even dream of falling," he admits. 
»‘The fear serves a purpose in that it prevents 
me from getting careless. I psych myself to 
give a skilled performance despite the fear." 
Like the top athletes in other fields, Bale 
negotiates his own contracts with the circus 
world. His income doesn’t match that of the 
Joe Namaths or the Julius Ervings, but he 
says, “They are individual attractions who 
draw crowds just to see them play while 1 
draw crowds only as part of the Ringling 
team." His number-one idol in sports is 
Muhammad Ali because "he’s not only a great 
champion but a terrific showman who always 
does what he promises to do 
Bale was born in England and comes from 
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a family with a circus heritage. His father, 
Trevor Bale, was the featured animal trainer 
with Ringling in the 50’s and is still a ranking 
equestrian. Jeanette is the daughter of the 
owner-manager of a German circus and rides 
Lipizzan stallions in addition to performing 
with her husband. 
By watching other circus performers, Bale 
learned to swing from a trapeze when he was 
five years old. A few years later, his family 
moved to Florida, and he developed a tumbling 


act before experimenting with new trapeze 
techniques and coming up with his unique, 
suspense-packed heel-catch trick. 
The Bales have a permanent home in 
Venice, Fla., and travel the circus route in 
their own motor home. Their eight-year-old 
daughter Pinky follows circus tradition by 
traveling with them and getting private tutor­ 
ing on the road. She, too, has set her sights on 
becoming a performer under the Big Top.

What Should You Put In That 
Safe-Deposit Box? 
People are now making practical use 
of the formerly prestigious safe-de- 
posit box. Items such as wills, stocks 
and bonds, personal letters and military 
papers, as well as stamps, rocks and 
even rare seashells, have been known 
to wind up locked out of harm’s way. 
But how safe is a safe-deposit box? 
Can the police gain access by produc­ 
ing a search warrant? Can bank per­ 
sonnel sneak a peek at your valuables 
without permission? The answer to 
each is a definite no. Each safe-de­ 
posit box contains a double lock. This 
means that the bank can’t open it with­ 
out the customer’s key, and the cus­ 
tomer can’t open it without the bank’s 
key. Here are a few facts of interest 
to anyone contemplating the rental of a 
safe-deposit box: 1) Keeping cash there 
is not illegal, despite what you may 
have heard. 2) Retain a complete inven- 


tory of all items you have stored in the 
box. 3) Only a copy of your will should 
remain in the bank box— the original 
should always stay with your attorney. 
4) Don't lose your keys, the drilling fee 
to regain access costs about $40 and is 
paid by the renter. 


Heart Attacks That 
Strike Young Women 


The incidence of heart attack in women 
under 40 has been steadily on the in­ 
crease. Dr. H. Jurgen Engel and re­ 
search colleagues at St. Thomas Hos­ 
pital in Nashville, Tenn., set out to 
identify factors in high-risk women in 
order to improve the odds against heart 
attack. Their study group, 21 women 
40 years old or younger, all had ad­ 
vanced coronary atherosclerosis— dis­ 
eased blood vessels. In the Journal oj 
the American Medical Association, 
the research team reported factors that 
these young women held in common, 
including a personal history or a history 
of family members with heart trouble 
of any kind, diabetes, elevated blood 
cholesterol or high blood pressure. 
Also, over three-quarters of the pa­ 
tients were heavy smokers, averaging 
more than a pack of cigarettes a day 
for more than 10 years. Altogether, Dr. 
Engel reported 85 percent of the 
women with early coronary artery dis­ 
ease had at least three of these major 
risk factors. So if any of the above 
checks out in your record, for your own 
well-being, get a checkup now.
